HE BELIEVED IT WAS THE MISSILE WE REFER TO AS THE M-ll. 

THE POINT WE ARE TRYING TO VERIFY IS WHETHER CHINA HASr 
SOLD OR TRANSFERRED A MISSILE TO PAKISTAN WITH 
CAPABILITIES THAT EXCEED MTCR GUIDELINES . WE HAVE SO 
FAR BEEN UNABLE TO OBTAIN A CLEAR ANSWER TO THAT 
QUESTION . WE ARE IN THE PROCESS OF TRYING TO VERIFY 
THE FACTS RIGHT NOW. 

THE ADMINISTRATION HAS MADE IT CLEAR TO THE CHINESE 
THAT WE CONSIDER THE M-ll TO HAVE CAPABILITIES THAT 
EXCEED MTCR GUIDELINES, AND THAT ADDITIONAL 
LEGISLATIVELY-MANDATED SANCTIONS WOULD BE CALLED FOR 
IF THE M-ll WERE SOLD TO PAKISTAN. 
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THE U.S. HAS ALREADY SANCTIONED CHINESE ENTITIES UNDER 
THE NATIONAL DEFENSE AUTHORIZATION ACT FOR 
TRANSFERRING MISSILE-RELATED EQUIPMENT TO PAKISTAN. 

AN ADDITIONAL SANCTION WOULD BE CALLED FOR IF IT IS 
CONFIRMED THAT CHINA HAS SOLD TO PAKISTAN A MISSILE 
HAVING CAPABILITIES EXCEEDING MISSILE TECHNOLOGY 
CONTROL REGIME GUIDELINES.
